Misconduct and dishonesty sees dentist struck off 


A Tolworth dentist who forged a 
patient’s signature and fudged 
medical records has been struck 
off for dishonesty and poor clinical 
care. 

Jagdev Singh Wasu, who co¬ 
owned the now defunct Aspire 
Dental Care in Ewell Road, was 
booted out of the profession by the 
General Dental Council (GDC) for 
a string of misconduct charges be¬ 
tween 2008 and 2011. 

His dismissal follows complaints 
made by Kingston Primary Care 
Trust on behalf of 14 of Wasu’s pa¬ 
tients, plus two separate allega¬ 
tions from individual clients. 

The allegations found proved in¬ 
cluded failing to keep adequate 
records of appointments, medical 
histories, diagnoses prior to treat¬ 
ment, details of treatments or

discussions of treatment options. 

On one patient at his Tolworth 
practice, he carried out bridge- 
work different to the treatment 
agreed, then forged her signature 
on an agreement letter before ret¬ 
rospectively changing her records 
after she complained to the GDC. 

He also amended the records of 
patient B, at another clinic in 
Southampton. 

In its determination, the GDC’s 
professional conduct committee 
said: “The committee’s findings 
against you are numerous. 

“Your failings in relation to clini¬ 
cal care and record keeping 
occurred over a period of approxi¬ 
mately three years and involved 


the clinical skills expected of any 
dentist. 

“The findings that you intended 
to mislead and that you were dis¬ 
honest are especially serious be¬ 
cause the forged signature and 
retrospective entries arose in rela¬ 
tion to your clinical practice and 
were also submitted to the GDC, 
your regulatory body. 

“You created a trail of false docu¬ 
mentation regarding Patient A’s 
complaint and you amended clini¬ 
cal records regarding Patient B’s 
complaint. 

“The committee was of the view 
that such conduct would be re¬ 
garded as deplorable by fellow pro¬ 
fessionals and liable to bring the 
profession into disrepute.” 

Wasu had been suspended by the 
GDC since last year, ahead of this 


month’s hearing. 

He had been working at surg¬ 
eries across London including the 
prestigious Q Clinic in Harley 
Street, but said he was not current¬ 
ly treating patients. 

Speaking to the paper in Septem¬ 
ber 2012, Wasu, who also practised 
at a surgery in Southampton, said 
he expected to be cleared of the 
charges. 

He said at the time: “There has 
been a complaint against me, 
which is being investigated. 

“I do not have to say anything 
further than that other than that I 
expect to be fully vindicated.” 

Wasu has until the end of April 
to appeal the GDC’s decision. 

He was unavailable for comment 
when the Kingston Guardian tried 
to contact him.

Opening the floodgates for claims

Kingston Council has finally 
paid £750 to a woman who 
was overcharged for water 
bills, in a decision legal ex¬ 
perts said had “set a prece¬ 
dent” for other cases of its 
kind. 

Nannette Herbert, 47, of 
Hobill Walk, Surbiton, took 
the council to court after 
being overcharged for water 
when she became a single oc¬ 
cupier following the death of 
her mother in 2007. 

After being moved back 
and forth between the coun¬ 
cil and Thames Water, Miss 
Herbert was finally fitted 
with a meter running on the 
correct tariff in December - 
but a refund was only back¬ 
dated to September 2012. 

On Tuesday at Kingston 
County Court the case was 
struck out in her favour after 
the council failed to produce 
the written agreement with 
Thames Water for the 
property. 

District Judge Anne Sturdy 
said: “The council has got 
themselves into a mess. 

“It has not produced a 
fundamental document on 
which it relies. This lady is in 
a stronger position. She has 
said T have paid £745 that I 
have been overcharged and I 
would like it back please’. 


“There would be a lot of 
cases that would follow suit. I 
am not concerned about that 
- we are going to have a lot 


more cases.” 

Last year the Surrey Comet 
revealed social housing 
tenants may be owed thou¬ 


sands of pounds in overpaid 
water bills after the council 
failed to inform those living 
alone about the single 


occupier rate. 

Nick Ostrowski, who 
represented Miss Herbert, 
said: “It has set a precedent. 
Not that councils are now li¬ 
able for water rates but they 
have to respond to claims 
made against them for water 
rates.” 

Miss Herbert said: “I 
thought it was good that the 
judge said the council was a 
mess. 

“My barrister said no one 
has ever won a case against a 
council before and they are 
reluctant to rule against 
councils because it sets a 
legal precedent.” 

The council will now pay 
Miss Herbert £745.76 and £3 
travel costs by May 1, as well 
as £600 in legal costs. 

A council spokesman said: 
“The Kingston County Court 
decided for procedural rea¬ 
sons to strike out the coun¬ 
cil’s defence to Miss 
Herbert’s claim. 

“The judge went on to 
order the council to pay the 
sum claimed by Ms Herbert 
but in doing so she expressly 
stated that she had not con¬ 
sidered the merits of the 
claim and she was not 
giving judgement for Miss 
Herbert. 

“The council considers the 
court’s order unduly harsh ... 
and is considering the merits 
of an appeal.”

Residents were left

“It’s public money, it’s 
local authority work - it’s 
terrible. 

“We were speechless. 

“They’ve driven all over 
the verge from Anne Bo- 
leyn’s Walk across the 
bulbs themselves. 

“I went to inspect the 
damage and the bulbs have 
all been trampled on with 
big lorry tyres.” 

She added: “Because the 
road is quite narrow and 
with parking marked out 
to make it safe, presum¬ 
ably access to houses is 
difficult.”

A Vennsys spokeswoman 
said: “We understand the 
first spring blooms are 
precious and give everyone 
the feel-good factor. 

“The driver of the van is 
sorry that he caused con¬ 
cern to residents by park¬ 
ing on the verge and has 
agreed to keep a keen eye 


out for planted areas in the 
future.” 

Tudor Drive resident 
John Rosenberg, who lives 
near the crushed blooms, 
said the company’s re¬ 
sponse was “encouraging”. 

He said: “Hopefully his 
boss will send a message 
out to the other drivers. 


“The two guys in there 
were quite polite. I said 
these flowers are planted 
by the community for the 
community and if you 
drive over them and trash 
them, they don’t come 
back. 

“It happens all the time - 
they happened to be the 


ones who were caught.” 

Tudor ward Councillor 
Dennis Doe said of 
Vennsys’ response: “I 
think that’s all they can 
do. 

“I think what the resi¬ 
dents were picking up is 
there didn’t seem to be any 
care.” 


Project caught short by lack of loos 


The long-awaited Tolworth 
Green way project was hit 
by a setback on the first 
day of construction - after 
workers were left without 
toilets on site. 

Work on the £3m project 
was due to start on Mon¬ 
day, May 18, but contractor 
North Midland Construc¬ 
tion (NMC) was initially 
unable to secure a deal 
with Tesco to place wash¬ 
ing facilities on the Esso 
garage site in the Broad¬ 
way, which the supermar¬ 
ket owns. 

Instead, work began two 
days later, after the two 
parties finally reached an 
agreement. 

But Mahesh Ganeshan, 
who is overseeing the pro¬ 
ject on behalf of Kingston 
Council, said NMC had al¬ 
ready caught up on lost 
time. 


He said: “Under health 
and safety regulations, 
when contractors work on 
site they have to provide 
toilet and wash facilities 
for everyone. 

“They were trying to get 
the land from Tesco and 
there was a delay in getting 
the land, for a matter of 
days, a day or two.” 

But Mary-Ann Sorci, 
from Andreas hair salon in 
Raeburn Avenue, said: “I 
am not impressed. 

“It is not going to be fin¬ 
ished by autumn, they 
have not committed to any 
dates. It is bad traffic, there 
will be accidents.” 

Akil Saheb, from PC Res¬ 
cue Squad in the Broad¬ 
way, added: “I do not think 
it good in my opinion. It is 
just affecting everything 
on the Broadway, the traf¬ 
fic and too many things. 


“Business is quiet and it 
has been for a few days.” 

Geoff Poyzer, executive 
managing director of high¬ 
ways and utilities at NMC, 
said: “Although there will 
inevitably be some disrup¬ 
tion, we are taking mea¬ 
sures to keep this to an 
absolute minimum. 

“Works will be phased 
and we are removing our 
traffic management from 
busy routes at peak times 
so that commuter traffic 
can flow as usual. 

“The priority will be safe¬ 
ty above everything else.” 

Mr Ganeshan said work 
was under way from the 
Esso garage on both sides 
of the road, where they are 
excavating the pavement 
and drainage. 

Work on the Tolworth 
roundabout began on 
Monday.

Kingston’s former magis¬ 
trates’ court could be opening 
its doors once more if new 
suggestions are given the 
go-ahead. 

The former court has been 
singled-out as a potential 
space for a new community 
hub suitable for voluntary or¬ 
ganisations to come together 
in the heart of Kingston. 

The magistrates’ court had 
been located on the lower 
ground floor of Guildhall 
since 1936, but closed in June 
2011 despite a vigorously 
fought campaign to keep it 
open. 

The closure brought an end 
to 500 years of Kingston hav¬ 
ing a magistrates’ court. 

But the Transforming 
Kingston’s Infrastructure pro¬ 
ject, led by Kingston Volun¬ 
tary Action, has now come up 
with a plan to get the site re¬ 
opened. 

Michael Green, who is over¬ 
seeing the proposal, said: 
_ “That

to be a magistrates’ court 
again. 

“If a hub was in the town 
centre and if all the major 
players were in one place it 
would be possible to create the 
equal of a voluntary sector 
one-stop shop. 

“I can see it gaining support 
in this borough. It would be 
the coming together of all 
these groups remaining 


independent, but cross work¬ 
ing more effectively. 

“The possibility exists, but 
the variables have still got to 
be worked out.” 

John Azah, from Kingston 
Race and Equalities Council, 
has already expressed an in¬ 
terest in the site. 

He said: “The development of 
a community hub in Kingston 
is a good call. There are a 


number of things that need to 
come together for it to work. 

“There has always been a 
need for a community build¬ 
ing. We would be very interest¬ 
ed in it.” 

The last time the court 
opened its doors to the public 
was for a wine tasting event in 
aid of the mayor’s charitable 
trust in October last year. 

Cases in the court included 
that of Chelsea footballer Didi- 
er Drogba, who was fined 
more than £500 for driving 
without a licence or insurance 
along the A3 in February 
2009. 

Councillor Rolson Davies, 
lead member for finance and 
resources, said: “I am 
hopeful that the idea of turn¬ 
ing the former magistrates’ 
court into a valuable commu¬ 
nity hub and resource centre 
for groups and organisations 
will come to fruition. 

“There is significant work to 
be done and detailed discus¬ 
sions to be had. Success will 
depend on the outcome of 
studies into the feasibility and 
financial viability of this pro¬ 
posal and, as it is a Grade II 
listed building, discussions 
with English Heritage.”

Decision due 

The date has been set for a decision on 
plans to build a controversial inciner¬ 
ator, taking in the rubbish of four 
south-west London boroughs. 

Sutton Council’s development con¬ 
trol committee will make a decision 
on an application to build an energy 
recovery facility (ERF) in Beddington 
Lane in Sutton on Wednesday, April 
24. 

The plans were submitted by waste 
management company Viridor under 
contract from the South London 
Waste Partnership, consisting of 
Kingston, Sutton, Croydon and Mer¬ 
ton councils. 

Merton and Kingston councils are 
in favour of a plant that will take 
household rubbish from the four bor¬ 
oughs and burn it to create heat and 
energy for homes near the site in 
Beddington. 

Opponents of the ERF said it would 
cause harmful pollution, discourage 
recycling and eventually take rubbish 
from all over the south of England. 

But Viridor said the site would pro¬ 
duce negligible emissions and would 
replace a 93 acre landfill site with a 
three acre plant freeing up the area to 
be used as a nature park.

Child abuse report critical 
of 'poor’ response to case 


‘Serious failings' enabled dad to rape 



Problems: How we reported the story last month

Details of a report into shock¬ 
ing child abuse by a father who 
raped his own children have fi¬ 
nally been released by 
Kingston Council. 

Weeks after the borough’s 
Local Children’s Safeguarding 
Board was criticised by the 
NSPCC for publishing the re¬ 
port online for just five days, 
an executive summary of the 
serious case review into the 
matter has now been handed 
to the Kingston Guardian. 

The anonymised report re¬ 
lates to “The Z Family” - a 
white British family with sev¬ 
eral children. 

It outlines how, between 1989 
and 2008, the children were ne¬ 
glected and locked out of their 
home while the father drank 


alcohol, before the sisters were 
eventually subjected to sexual 
abuse by the father. 

The man was jailed for 18 
years in December, as the 
Kingston Guardian reported 
two weeks ago. 

The report criticises several 
bodies including the borough’s 
safeguarding board and social 
care teams, Kingston NHS and 
the Metropolitan Police. 

Among the criticisms, the 


report said: “There was a 
sequence of poor initial and 
core assessments undertaken 
by Kingston Children’s Social 
Care. 

“Despite a number of strong 
indicators a child protection 
conference should be con¬ 
vened, the family were treated 
instead as a family in need.” 

The report also decribes 
an investigation by the Met 
into the sisters’ allegations of 


sexual abuse as “poor”. 

It also criticises a principal 
manager in child protection 
for “significant inadequacies” 
after she allowed the father 
overnight contact with two of 
the girls. 

Before this newspaper was 
handed the report, Councillor 
Andrea Craig, opposition 
member for children’s ser¬ 
vices, said some of the evi¬ 
dence within the document 
“would make you feel sick”. 

Kingston Council previously 
said the report contained “no 
surprises” for the authority, 
but “provides all agencies with 
a very useful insight into a 
particular series of events”. 

A council spokesman de¬ 
clined to comment further, 
saying: “The Kingston Guar¬ 
dian requested the report, and 
we have met that request.”

Re: Moor Lane Nursery Clo¬ 
sure.

It is clear the council is try¬ 
ing to turn this into a brown¬ 
field site, thus allowing it to 
justify the use of the land for 
housing development. Or even 
sell off the land so the council 
can make some money. 

The council has not taken the 
time to understand the effect 
its decisions have on those di¬ 
rectly affected by the closure of 
the nursery.
